REQUEST IOP/F CONTACT NSF OR OTHER APPROPRIATE 
OFFICE AND IF POSSIBLE ARRANGE VISIT TO ONE OR MORE 
U.S. ANTARCTIC STATIONS. REQUEST ADVISE PRIOR 
CHRISTMAS, SINCE BORDE DEPARTING OSLO WITH NORWEGIAN 
EXPEDITION DECEMBER 28 FOR ARGENTINA TO BOARD "POLAR- 
SIRKEL." 

ACCORDING TO BORDE, "POLARSIRKEL" WILL ARRIVE 15-DEGREEES 
WEST JANUARY 8 TO PUT LAND PARTY ASHORE ON RIISER- 
LARSEN ICE. FROM THERE, VESSEL WILL PROCEED INTO 
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200 KILOMETERS OFFSHORE FOR NEXT FORTHNIGHT. WILL 
PASS BRITISH HALLEY BAY BASE ABOUT JAN.15 AND ARGEN- 
TINE GENERAL BELGRAVE BASE ABOUT FEB.l. FROM THERE, 

SHIP WILL PROCEED TO 74 DEGREES SOUTH 37 DEGREES WEST 
WHERE OCEANOGRAPHIC EQUIPMENT TO BE LAUNCHED. IN 
ROUGHLY THIS POSITION, "POLARSIRKEL" WILL RENDEZVOUS 
WITH U.S. ICEBREAKER "BURTON ISLAND" WHICH CARRIES 
HELICOPTER. "POLARSIRKEL" WILT .THEN SPEND FEB 5 
TO 10 AT ICE EDGE IN GOULD BAY IF ICE CONDITIONS FAVOR- 
ABLE. SHIP WILL RETURN TO 15 DEGREES WEST TO PICK UP 
LAND PARTY FEB 20 FROM RIISER-LARSEN ICE. 

BORDE SAYS HE BELEIVES CLOSEST U.S. BASE IS SIPLE STATION, 
THOUGH 1970 NATIONAL GROGRAPHIC MAP INDICATES ELLSWORTH 
AND SKY-HI STATIONS ALSO IN AREA. BORDE WOULD ALSO 
OF COURSE SEIZE ANY AVAILABLE OPPORTUNITY TRAVEL 
SOUTH POLE ITSELF. 

AS RESULT OF TRIP, BORDE PLANS PRODUCE THREE 20 MINUTE 
SPECIALS AND SIX FIVE MINUTE NEWS SPOTS.

COULD BE ARRANGED WOULD PROVIDE EXCELLENT SUPPORT 
TO POST OBJECTIVE.
